An Early Vote Is Expected on the
Cuban Resolutions,

DEBATE * WILL BE RESUMED

Senators Who Wi Speak on the Ques~
tion -~ The Dupont Case Tem-
porarily Lald Aside-Busl-
noss Before the llouse.

Washington, March 15.—It is prob-
able that the week opening tomorrow
will witness the concluslon of the Cu-
ban debate in the senate, for Mr, Sher-
man, in charge of the conference re-
port, has given notice that he intends
to press the question to an early vote.
Benator Morgan, of Alabama, the ex-
chalrman of the committee, has the
floor on the report whenever it Is called
up. It 14 not unlikely that he will reply
to some of the strictures upon the mem-
bers of the senate made by Minister De
Lome. Others who intend to speak on
the subject are Senators Platt, of Con-
necticut; White, of California, and
prabably Butler, of North Carolina,

The chlef objection to the conference
report I8 the acceptance by the senate
conference of the third clause of the
house resoclution, relating to interven-
tion. Thin Ildentical proposition was
submitted to the senate committee, and
after mature dellberation, was rejects
od, One vrominent senator, who In-
tends to speak on this subject, says that
If the sepate comimnittee had reported
this cluuse in its own resolutions they
would not have recelved one-third of the
vote of the senate,

The objection to this clause Ia so bit-
ter that it Is not Imprubable the report
may be sent back to conference, al-
though such o contingency Is not werl-
vusly expected,

One senator who has given the ques-
tlon rareful consideration is authority
for the statement that the report will
be agreed to, but that the vote agalnst
it will be at least twenty instead of six
B8 agninst the arlginal proposition,

DITPONT CASE.

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BOOKMAKERS FLEECED,

Keopers of Chicago Poolrooms Swindled
by Ald of Bogus Telegrams.

Chicago, March 15.—One of the most
extensive and successful swindles In
the history of racing In the ('nited
Btates was perpetrated on the pool room
keepers of the country yesterday, The
conspirators had agents in every city
where gambling on racing s carried on
and money was placed with freedom
which indicates that the schemers were
backed with all the capltal necessary
to make the fraud a gigantic success,
That their plans were carefully lald s
evidenced by the fact that money was
distributed by telegraph from New Or-
leans and Chicago, twenty-four hours
in advance. The last race at New Or-
leans was pelected as the medium for
the fraud, When the race was finlshed
the news was flashed from the track all
over the country that the Royal Nettle
had won, Boon after the bets had been
pald the guspicions of the bookmakers
were aroused but it was more than an
hour after the race had been won that
;llu-y learned that Plug had come in

rat.

In Chicago Royal Nettle was played
heavily In every pool room in town,
and it is belleved that the agents of the
conapirators secured from $15,000 tp $18.-
00, Owing to the reticence of the pool
managers who refuse to talk on the
subject It I8 Impossible to give the cx-
act loss, The econspirators are not
known here, and it is not belleved that
the rooms will recover a cent of the
money paid.

ARMOR FOR IIHI.FSIIPS

Two Plaats Are to Furnish .\li That
May Be Desired,

ANXIOUS TO MAKE CONTRACTS

Carmegle und Dothlehem Companies
Agreo t0 Furaish Plates for Six Ves=
sels Within Twenty-Eight Months.
Movements of the War SIIp-.

Washington, March 15.—The question |
has arisen whether the two great ar- |
mor plants of the country could furnish
armor in season If congress authorized I
the cons*ruction of six battleships. A
reply has been given to this by Capiain
Sampson, who has told Chalrman Bou-
telle, of the house naval committer,
that the two blg firms can be relled on
for prompt deliverles. Captaln Samp-
son sald:

There I8 no doubt as ‘o the ability
of the armor plants to furnish encugh
armor for the six battleshipe In ample |
time, The Carnegle and Bethlehem
companies have dellvered 1,178 tons
during the months of January and Feb-
ruiary, and this may be taken as un
Indication of what they can do. Their
average would be 400 tons per month
for each firm, or 500 tons for both. A
battleship like the Kearsage requires
2800 tons, For the six battleships, it
authorised, we would have to provide
in the neighborhood of 15,600 tons, and
this, I am sure, could be made and
delivered within twenty-elght monthe,
The contracts for the construction uof
the Kearsage and the Kentucky call for
thelr completion within three years,
There will be no delay, then, 8o fur us
